Alejandro Castillon Prieto; Prieto Taqueria Bar. Castillon, an immigrant from Sonora, Mexico, 
carried his natural gift for flavor and creativity to Lyndale Ave in early June, where the balance of 
intense flavors from his smoker and vibrant homemade salsas stand tall amidst the gathering of 
local spots surrounding Lyn-Lake.

Prieto’s menu provides guests with an array of traditional Mexican dishes that 
continuously keep up with Chef Castillon’s flair for food imagination. Smoked meats immersed 
with sweet traditional Mexico flavors grace most of the menu, while daily handmade corn and 
flour tortillas top off the simplicity of the Prieto cooking method. 


Prieto not only features 
Castillon’s ever-expanding 
dining creations but a cocktail 
menu to match. Its flavor 
pallet pairs with the cuisine 
beautifully and stems from 
an array of tequilas - also the 
backdrop to a stunningly crisp 
bar. The essence of simplistic 
energy is carried throughout 
the unique Prieto space; from 
the art installations custom 
made in Mexico, to the graffiti 
wall paying homage to some 
of Castillon’s hometown 
taquerias. Whether brunch or a 
dinner date, or any of Prieto’s 
multiple daily Happy Hours, 
expect bold, memorable 
flavors, a taste of tradition, all 
wrapped up in the simplicity of 
a taco.

Best Classic Pie: Mucci’s Italian 

Her name was Beverly. We met in 
Minneapolis. She was hot and a little 
salty. (I’m sorry, I had to.) I’m talking, 
of course, about the Beverly pizza 
from Mucci’s Italian in Minneapolis, 
aka “Trattoria Mucci.” The set of 
deceptively simple cheeses (mas- 
carpone, mozzarella, and pecorino) 
topped with fresh cracked black 
pepper and a grilled lemon means 
you may gloss over this pie in favor 
of something more extravagant, but 
let me tell y’all: Beverly is the one for 
you.

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Minneapolis gem that sprouted next 
to their parents’ tax-preparing busi¬ 
ness on Lyndale Avenue. The Vang 
family opened FireBox in 2014, put¬ 
ting them well ahead of the curve in 
the local meat-smoking scene. 

Lots of barbecue joints have opened 
since: Revival, Barbecue Beast, plus 
new addresses for Market Bar-B-Que 
and Bark and the Bite. FireBox, with 
its unassuming edifice and counter 
service operation, might be the best 
of them all. 

And now they’re branching out, with 
a second shop coming to St. Paul on 
Marshall Avenue near Snelling, a well- 
kicked ball’s distance from Allianz 
Field. Starting sometime next month, 
Minnesota United fans should follow 
their noses for fire-kissed food before 
or after games. Maybe both. 

Brisket at FireBox comes singed with 
a char so dark you might worry it’s 
burnt. Stop worrying and chew: A 
couple lean pieces (think of these 
as the “health food” portion of your 
plate) required teeth, but the ones 
striped with fat damn near dissolved 
into smoldering bliss on the tongue. 

In “Firebox Fries,” the brisket teams 
up with melted cheese for a kind of 
barbecue poutine, a filling option... 
assuming your fellow diners don’t 
wait until you’re not looking and wolf 
it down before you can stop them. 

FireBox’s sauce is a tangy classic, 
complex but not overwhelming. Use 
it liberally. Everything at FireBox is 
served dry, from beautiful red-and- 
gold chicken wings to ugly-but-irre- 
sistible pulled pork. 

Rib tips are a standout, juicy little 
nuggets that deliver unreasonable 
amounts of flavor in each bite. You’ll 
feel like you ate a whole rack. Don’t 
eat them in-house if you’ve got any 
shame, as you’ll find yourself scratch¬ 
ing and gnawing at the little bones, 
desperately seeking one last meaty 
scrap. 

One meat and two sides will run you 
between $15 and $17.25, but since

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everything’s pretty good, we suggest 
you spring for a two-meat combo 
($18.25). Both options come with 
your choice of two sides. 

Cubed sweet potatoes are touched 
up by a brown sugar mix drawing out 
the natural sugars without stealing 
the show. Collard greens are smoky 
and deep, that swell combination of 
salt and leafy bitterness. Sticky rice is 
expertly done, and makes a welcome 
bed for any of FireBox’s meats. 

The mac and cheese is a must. Lightly 
crusty up top and gooey as all get 
out underneath, it’s good enough 
you might briefly forget someone 
sold you meat they smoked for a long 
time. Variety’s the spice of life, but if 
your “two sides” are one order of mac 
and cheese and yet another order of 
mac and cheese, we can’t say you’d 
be making a mistake. 

It’s food good enough to travel for, 
and owner Zong Vang told the Pio¬ 
neer Press that diners have been 
known to drive to north Minneapolis 
from St. Paul. Their barbecue com¬ 
mute’s about to get shorter, and the 
opening of a second location might 
just signal the rise of a smoky little 
dynasty on the horizon.

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Here are four things you need to 
know about Graze before visiting. 

1. It’ll make a great early-day work 
space 

Graze is divided into two floors, 
with three areas catering to differ¬ 
ent spheres of enjoyment. A coffee 
shop/work area positioned nearest 
to Honey & Rye Bakehouse capital¬ 
izes on floor-to-ceiling windows near 
Graze’s entrance. Each morning the 
St. Louis Park-based bakery wizards 
begin the food hall’s service through 
their walk-up window, beneath a cur¬ 
sive neon reading “espresso & pas¬ 
tries.” Though owner Anne Andrus 
says Honey & Rye’s flagship always 
served undeniably good coffee, 
they’ve stepped up their game in this 
(their first) expansion by offering a 
full espresso menu. 

The berth of the food hall opens at 
7:30, intentionally catering to neigh¬ 
borhood early birds, freelancers, and 
passersby looking for caffeine with a 
side of snack-and-chill. 

2. You might just eat until you pop- 
even at lunch 

The bulk of Graze’s vendors open at 
11 daily, bringing to life the complex’s 
other two spheres. Behind the stairs 
customers are greeted by a series of 
high, bar-like tables perfect for hov¬ 
ering or perching while munching at 
one of the four purveyors of solids 
on the ground floor, or sipping from 
a cocktail at the centrally located bar, 
which opens onto a field-like lawn. 

Food-wise, there’s something for 
every palate. MidNord expanded its 
offerings of Charlie-winning empana¬ 
das to include house-made churros 
(that also, purely by experimentation, 
ended up vegan). CARBON, the new 
project from the folks behind Gas- 
trotruck, hinges on coal-fired pit beef 
(Maryland’s culinary answer to bar¬ 
becue), which is served roasted to a 
perfect medium rare and sliced razor- 
thin before being piled atop a variety 
of sandwiches.

Powderhorn neighborhood. 

Reverie’s Kirstin Wiegmann is, to put 
it mildly, pumped. “It’s our first full 
kitchen!” Even at the former location 
on Eat Street they’d eked out their 
goods using a convection oven, a 
panini press, and a partial line—but it 
had no proper hooded ventilation or 
a grill. And the truck is... a truck. 

Wiegmann says that in comparison to 
the restaurant’s old days, “the menu’s 
going to be a real expansion. There’ll 
be a lot of stuff coming back from 
the old place, so people shouldn’t be 
afraid they won’t be able to get the 
biscuits or whatever, but we’re also 
adding a lot of new items, ramping 
up our game.” 

Ultimately, it’ll look like full lunch, 
dinner, and brunch menus as well as 
beer, wine, kombucha, coffee, and 
other specialty drinks. 

Also, their neighbors and landlord at 
the new spot are awesome. “I think 
one thing that’s really, really cool 
about this space is actually the stuff 
that’s already going on there,” gushes 
Wiegmann. 

To one side is Modus Locus Gallery, 
while their other neighbor is a com¬ 
munity-driven art garden where art¬ 
ists repaint the walls on a monthly 
basis throughout the summer. 

“It’s got this incredible artist-focused 
community vibe going on,” says 
Wiegmann, “so we’re really excited 
because that’s the stuff we really care 
about—supporting local artists, mak¬ 
ing that space for them.” 

Reverie launched a crowdfunding 
campaign with rewards for donors 
that seem genuinely investment¬ 
worthy. Wiegmann says the funds 
gathered from this leg of the journey 
to stability will go to executing their 
vision to the next level—like preserv¬ 
ing the space’s original mahogany 
bar, and installing a giant front win¬ 
dow for prime natural light.
